It isdoubtlss true
that the maddening tortures and ex posures our men
have to endure fcrm parts of the rebel scheme to com—
pel us to make an exchacge. What if it is so. They
will have the odds in their favor in any case, in el that
is most savage in tbis war. But let our sauthorities
see to the relvase of our brave and patriotic soldiers.

GRAND FINANCIAL SCHEME,

The fullowing ruperb Munchausenism is sent from
Washington to New York :

A proposition has been reccived by tte Secretary of
State frocm an emi: ent bar ker of Hamburg, t0 taks a
United States loan of ore thousand millions of dollars
to be puid into the Treasury, seventy per ceut. in out-
stundiog bonds, ten per cent. in Uvited States paper
currency, and twenty per cent. in eoin, the loan to run
suven'y five years, at un interest of three per cent. per
anpum, payable balf yearly in coin. The whole amount
to be disposed of umoug the people of the continent of
Europe, on the principle of premium loacs. The prin-
cipal to be reimbursed to the holders during the last
furty-five years of the term in €qual semi-snnual io-
stalmeats, the Government paying the carrent interest,
premiums acd prineipal, which would require bat fifty
willions per annum duariog the seventy-five years. ‘Lhe
sum of these payme=nts covering tbe thousaad millions
of priocipal, eleven bundrea and seventy-five millions ot
premiums, and ope thuusand five hundred and seventy—
five millicns of interest. It will be observed that this
anuual payment of fifty millions ig, in fact, no more
tban the intcreat of a thousand millions at five per cent.
Whether the propcsition shall be accepted or not, the
ciler iudicates the confidence of the German capitelists
in our solvency and in the-issue of the ‘war.

Andersonville wes an interesting and novel specta—
cletome. The Yavkee prisoners witkio the steckade
-—about 30 000 in number when closely viewed, resem-
ble more 1. their motioas a hive of bees seen throogh a
glcgs opening than anything else I can think of. 'The
atea of the stockade is being rapidly inerease i by Gen-
eral Winder, who 18 evideatly desirous of duivg all in
his power to make them comfortable. They bhave thou-
gands of littie buts and tents, various'y constructed,
which seem to protect them from the scorching rags of
the san aod the inclemency of the weather
generally. General Winder informed me that very soon
the lumber wouid b2 procarable to put up temporary
shanties for their comtort.

A fine but small siream of water ruos thrcugh
the stockade, rupplying them with water for bathing
and other purposes. 1 saw huudreds of them bathing
in this stream at once. O«dl.ers uot engaged in bathing
were walking about amorg thewr fellows, each, in the
language of the femous bazllad of Young Tamerlane,
“ A mother neked mun.” I learn that many of them
have bartered awsay peaily all their clothing for tobac—
co. On the whole. their condition, bad ea it ig, and bad

expected. In spite, however, of every «floru to treat
them with humanity, their mortality is great, averagitg
about one bunared per day. About two thousaud are
in hospitals.

Over 36,000 have been received since the establish-
ment of Aodersouville es a military prison.

‘I'be prigoners are said to be very docile, but greatly
exasperated at Liecoln for not exchanging them. They
were greatly elated at findiug a paragraph ic one of our
newspapers statiog that a general exchange of prigon—
ers would soon be resumed.
